NEW YORK — Federal prose- 
cutors Wednesday accused the 
driver in the Manhattan truck 
attack with carrying out a long- 
planned plot spurred by Islamic 
State group (ISIS) propaganda 
videos to kill people celebrating 
Halloween. 

The charges, filed about 24 
hours after the deadliest terrorist 
attack on New York City since 
Sept. 11, 2001, placed the case in 
the civilian courts even as Presi- 
dent Donald Trump denounced 
the American criminal-justice 
system as “a joke.” 

The charges describe the driv- 
er, Sayfullo Saipov, 29, as a vora- 
cious consumer and meticulous 
student of ISIS propaganda, and 
detail how he said he was

Sawant and others, includ- 
ing mayoral candidate Cary Moon, call the 
removals “sweeps,” and the council member 
accuses city officials of being more con- 
cerned about mopping up the camps than 
helping the people in them.

Seattle’s city attorney has filed a 
civil lawsuit against a Capitol Hill 
skate shop and 20 unidentified 
people who allegedly damaged 


Green Lake’s Duck Island by secretly 


building a skate bowl on it. 

The concrete bowl was built in 
July in response to a contest chal- 
lenge issued earlier this year by 
Nike SB and TransWorld SKATE- 
boarding Magazine to builda 
skatepark or add on to an existing 
one. 

The city has named the Seattle 
skateboarding shop, 35th North, as 
the leading and only named defen- 


dant in the lawsuit because the store 


was the only one in the city asked to 
participate in the contest and was 
allegedly the entity that submitted 
the video created by the group of 
diehard skaters who built the bowl. 
The case was filed in King County 
Superior Court on Wednesday 
morning. 

The city claims the small concrete 
structure was built on an environ- 
mentally critical area and proper 
restoration will take an amount of 
money estimated to be in the “low 
six figures,” according to anews 
statement released Wednesday by 
the City Attorney’s Office. 

“The restoration of Duck Island 
will include weed removal, storm- 
water and erosion control, litter 
removal and planting of new vege- 
tation and brush,” the statement 
said. 

Tony Croghan, the owner of 35th

WASHINGTON — Sen. Lisa 
Murkowski was unequivocal 
when asked recently about rising 
global temperatures. “Climate 
change is real,” the Alaska Repub- 
lican told an audience in Anchor- 
age. 

Yet her stance on drilling in the 
Arctic National Wildlife Refuge is 
just as clear. Murkowski, who 
heads the Senate Energy and 
Natural Resources Committee, 
has long argued that it must hap- 
pen, for the economic prosperity 
of her state and the security of the 
country. 

Her views — contradictory to
